London, July 16.—Alfred Belt, the 
well known South African financier, 
died Monday. He had been in bad 
health for some time. 
Mr. Belt was 
born in 1853 a t Hamburg. He was life 
governor of the Debeers consolidated 
mines, a partner in the firm of Worn- 
er, Belt and Co., and 
a 
director of 
Rand mines, Rhodesia railroads, Be- 
chananaland Railway T rust Consoli­ 
dated company Bulfontein mines and 
B ritish C hartered South African com­ 
pany. 
He was reported to have been 
im plicated In the Jam eson raid. L ater 
suit was brought against Mr. Belt on 
the grounds of complicity In a raid, 
and his prosecution was demanded by 
Dr. I^eyd, representative of the T rans­ 
vaal in Europe, and in 1896 his resig­ 
nation from the board of directors of 
the British C hartered South African 
company was accepted. 
W hen Cecil Rhodes died in 1902 it 
was found that Mr. Belt had been ap- j 
pointed one of his executors. 
He 
was thereupon returned to the board 
of directors of the British Chartered 
South-African company. 
ESriy in 1903 Mr. Belt had an apop- 
letic stroke and never fully regained 
bis health. 
Mr. Belt is said to have been the 
richest man in London. He controlled 
the output of gold la South Africa. 
He gave large gums of money to the 
Red Cross and other Institutions, and 
recently donated 1500,000 to found a 
university at Hamburg. 


W ashington, July 16.—Advices from 
San Salvador are to the effect that 
Saturday night the Salvadorean arm y 
attacked the Guatemalan forces a t Pla- 
tanar, and obtained a victory. 
The 
Guatem alans suffered a loss of 2,000 
men killed, wounded and taken pris­ 
oners.

July 16.—"At the age of 
ilxteen Evelyn went with me to New 
York, where she had been heralded 
ss the ‘child with 
the 
Christ-child 
face.’ ” 
So declared Mrs. Charles J. Hol­ 
man, the mother of Evelyn 
Nesbitt 
Thaw, in the first Interview given by 
her since the tragedy. 
Mrs. Holman 
spoke of her daughter’s 
life 
exp©- 
periences and beauty with 
maternal 
tenderness, declaring thnt at the prop­ 
er time all that has “upset the plans 
of three families will be righted.” 
“Any statement or suggestion to the 
effect that it was I who introduced 
Evelyn to Mr. White is false. Utterly 
false,” declared Mrs. Holman, with 
all the emphasis at her command. 
“God knows all,’ she continued, "and 
will guide me through th* se 
trying 
moments. 
I have thought more than 
once of the 25th day of December, 
Christmas, 1884. when that sweet, pure 
and lovely child was born. 
’’Look.” she continued, taking a pho­ 
tograph from the wall, "here is Evelyn 
when she first appeared in the Wild 
Rose company. Look at the (oat she 
wears. Some people WI 11 be surprised 
to know how it is mad '. 
When Mr. 
Nesbitt died he left an overcoat that 
I thought would come in handy some 
day. And there it is—that Jacket was 
made by my hands, and as I think of 
that darling child, I think how I shewed 
love into every stitch. 
* Harry Tha'V* mother speaks well 
of Evelyn—well, why shouldn't she—a 
beautiful, loving and bright girl. But 
the papers attribute so much to poor 
Evelyn. Why, I read a stow the other 
day to the effect that the child was a 
co-respondent in the Lederer case. 
It 
is a fabrication, every word 
of 
it. 
George Lederer watched over Evelyn 
like a father. He often told me of her 
beauty and that he 
would 
make a 
great actress out of her. After several 
consultations I permitted her to go to 
rehearsals, but only when accompanied 
by Howard or myself. 
You see, it 
was Evelyn w’ho 
first 
brought Mr. 
Lederer to me. 
That is something I 
want stated, for it has a great deal to 
do with this matter. 
She was ambi­ 
tious and studious and wanted to be 
a great actress. 
"Artists 
raved 
over 
Evelyn and 
many flattering offers were made her 
to pose, but,” continued Mrs. Holman, 
and her voice rose to add emphasis, 
"she never posed in the nude. I found 
those Bohemians were in every way 
gentlemen. They were reac’y to sacri­ 
fice all to get a canvas of the child 
that was born on Christmas day. Flor­ 
ence herself is a clever artist—excep­ 
tionally fine with colors. 
“When Mr. Nesbitt died he left me 
with a very large house on my hands 
in the East End. Finally I secured an 
offer to go to Philadelphia to take em­ 
ployment—that was in 1900. 
It was 
in that city that Evelyn met Mrs. Dar- 
rah. who was a well known artist then, 
and Evelyn promised to pose for her. 
That was the first time she served as 
a model.” 
“Will you state,” Mrs. Holman was 
asked, "how you daughter managed to 
escape your control?” 
“No," she replied, “I cannot at this 
time. I escorted her to the stage door 
afternoon and evening and when I was 
ill with headache I would send her 1 
brother, who was also eager to help 
his sister, for he thought the world of 
her. 
“Evelyn never went about at night 
alone—never. If she went out to din­
